Disturbed  by  grace

Jonah  3-4

2  Corinthians  12:14-15, 20;  13:2-11 


Billy  Graham,  in  his  book,  The  Secret  of  Happiness, 
calls  the  search  of  the  world  for  material  wealth  “the  eternal 
quest  for  the  fountain  of  happiness.”  James  Reston  in  Pul¬ 
pit  Digest  suggests  that  America  needs  more  shortages: 
“Prosperity  is  what’s  doing  us  in.”  Jesus  in  Revelation  3:17 
tells  the  Laodicean  church  they  have  become  so  materialis¬ 
tic  they  don’t  even  know  their  spiritual  condition 

What  is  the  answer?  Simply  put:  Only  as  we  invite  Jesus 
Christ  into  oar  lives  can  we  have  foil,  joyfol,  contented 
lives.  Having  “things”  never  makes  for  lasting  peace.  That 
comes  from  a  life  committed  to  Christ. 

The  risen  Lord:  Truthful  and  trustworthy  (▼.  14).  As 
in  all  the  other  letters  dictated  to  the  church  by  Jesus  this 
one  begins  with  the  Lord  identifying  himself.  He  names 
four  of  his  characteristics:  1.  He  is  the  Amen;  2.  a  faithful 
witness;  3.  a  true  witness;  4.  the  beginning  of  the  creation 
of  God.  He  is  the  authority. 

Accusation:  Lethargic  faith  (w.  15-17).  Mahatma 
Gandhi  was  once  almost  convinced  to  become  a  Christian 
—  until  he  lived  with  a  family  who  were  members  of  an 
evangelical  Christian  church  for  seven  months.  When  he 
saw  foe  casualness  of  the  attitude  toward  the  cause  of 
Christ,  heard  them  complain  when  asked  to  make  some  sac¬ 
rifice  for  him,  and  realized  their  general  apathy  toward  him, 
Gandhi  decided  against  the  Christian  religion. 

Jesus  finds  fault  with  any  person  or  church  who  is  luke¬ 
warm.  He  will  have  no  part  of  them  (v.  16).  they  are  poor, 
blind,  and  naked,  and  don’t  know  it  The  church  in 
Laodicea  was  wealthy  in  worldly  things.  They  had  plenty 
of  money.  They  probably  had  a  satisfying  social  life.  They 
apparently  considered  themselves  “right  at  the  top”  as  a 
self-sufficient  church.  They  thought  they  had  all  they  need¬ 
ed.  Poor  wretched,  miserable  church  —  Jesus  says  they 
make  him  sick. 

Exhortation:  Open  the  door  to  Christ  (tv.  18-20). 

Jesus  has  foe  answer  to  all  our  problems,  even  to  people 
and  churches  like  foe  Laodiceans.  Jesus  counsels  them  to 
accept  the  golden  gift  of  a  new  heart  of  fellowship  with 
Christ,  that  they  may  have  true  riches,  foe  only  kind  that  are 
everlasting  He  exhorts  them  to  be  cleansed  through  him 
and  to  be  clothed  in  foe  white  garments  of  purity  that  signi¬ 
fy  a  true  belonging  to  him.  He  advised  them  to  use  the  eye- 
salve  of  self-examination  that  they  might  truly  see  their 
condition.  How  long  has  it  been  since  you  personally  and 
your  church  collectively  have  used  the  eye-salve  of  self- 
examination  that  they  might  truly  see  their  condition?  How 
long  has  it  been  in  your  life  and  the  life  of  your  church, 
since  the  counsel  of  Jesus  to  the  church  at  Laodicea  has 
been  applied? 

Jesus  issued  a  call  to  all  of  us.  He  explains  why.  He  loves 
us.  Through  love  he  rebukes  and  chastens.  Through  love 
for  us  he  pleads  for  our  committed  lives  to  him.  Through 
love  be  desires  us  to  be  ardently  active,  devoted,  eager  for 
him.  He  admonishes  us  to  repent  Through  love  he  points 
out  our  faults.  He  minces  no  words.  He  lets  us  know  how 
he  despises  our  behavior.  But  he  still  loves  us!  He  stands  at 
the  door,  waiting  for  us  to  knock  and  to  enter.  He  will  not 
invade  the  privacy  of  the  human  bean,  but  he  will  be  avail¬ 
able  when  we  seek  entrance  through  him  to  salvation.  We 
can,  by  receiving  him  as  Lord  and  Savior,  be  partners  with 
him  in  fellowship. 

Promise:  Life  in  the  kingdom  (tv.  21-22).  There  is  a 
cathedral  in  Milan,  Italy  with  triple  doorways.  Over  each 
doorway  there  is  an  inscription.  One  reads:  “All  which 
pleases  is  but  for  a  moment.”  Another  “All  that  which 
troubles  us  is  but  for  a  moment”  Over  the  middle  one  is 
written:  “That  only  is  important  which  is  eternal.”  When 
sin  is  overcome  through  repentance  and  faith  in  him,  Jesus 
grants  us  eternal  life  with  him.  He  says,  “To  him  that  over- 
cometh  will  I  grant  to  sit  with  me  in  my  throne,  even  as  I 
also  overcame,  and  am  set  down  with  my  Father  in  his 
throne.” 

How  well  do  we  listen  to  the  words  of  Jesus?

'  Paul  concluded  this  letter  with  a  tone  of  hopeful  tension. 
He  assured  the  Corinthians  that  any  remaining  problem 
would  be  handled  when  he  came  to  see  them.  However,  he 
hoped  there  would  not  be  any  difficulties  left  by  then. 

L  Promise  not  to  be  a  burden  (12:14-15).  The  first  time 
Paul  came  to  Corinth  was  during  his  second  missionary 
journey.  He  was  there  for  18  months  teaching,  preaching, 
and  building  a  church.  During  that  time,  many  of  them  pro¬ 
fessed  faith  in  Christ  Such  a  relationship  should  have 
formed  a  bond  that  was  unbreakable.  There  were  many  dif¬ 
ficulties  to  follow.  The  problems  had  to  be  handled.  In  the 
process,  their  relationship  with  Paul  became  strained.  Paul 
was  planning  a  thud  visit  to  dear  up  some  of  the  problems. 
He  hoped  that  this  letter  would  suffice  and  that  the  visit 
would  be  a  pleasant  one. 

He  was  accused  of  trying  to  get  their  money.  Paul  wanted 
them  to  know  this  was  not  the  case.  He  explained  that  he  felt 
a  parent-child  relationship  to  them;  he  felt  responsible  for 
them.  Paul  earned  his  living  as  a  tentmaker.  This  meant  he 
did  not  have  to  depend  on  foe  gifts  of  others.  Paul  made  sure 
these  false  accusations  did  not  sever  his  relationships  with 
foe  Corinthians.  Neither  should  we  allow  tumors  or  false 
statements  to  damage  our  relationships  with  fellow  believ¬ 
ers. 

n.  Concern  about  what  he  would  find  (12:20).  Paul  was 
deeply  concerned  that  he  would  find  many  in  the  church 
who  had  not  repented  of  their  sins.  He  feared  die  people 
would  be  fighting  among  themselves:  envyings,  wraths, 
strifes,  backbitings,  whisperings,  swellings,  tumults.  This 
would  be  tragic  for  the  church  fellowship.  If  he  found  such 
conditions,  he  would  deal  with  them  promptly  and  forceful¬ 
ly.  The  church  should  be  a  place  where  harmony  and  love 
flow  freely.  Unfortunately,  that  is  not  always  the  case.  The 
challenge  today  is  for  the  church  to  be  foe  family  of  love 
Christ  intended  it  to  be. 

HL  Warning  that  he  will  deal  with  problems  (13:2-4). 
Paul  was  one  who  kept  his  promise.  He  had  warned  them  to 
get  their  lives  in  order.  When  he  arrived  be  would  take 
action  to  discipline  those  who  continued  to  live  in  sin.  It 
appears  that  some  people  in  the  church  wanted  more  proof 
that  Paul  was  God’s  man.  He  reminded  them  that  foe  real 
proof  of  ministry  is  not  the  loudest  voioe  nor  foe  outward 
signs.  Rather,  it  is  whether  foe  power  of  Christ  is  at  work  in 
their  lives.  He  reminded  them  mat  his  model  for  service  had 
always  been  Christ  Paul  emphasized  that  Christ’s  obedi¬ 
ence  led  to  his  suffering  death,  but  foe  power  of  God  is 
revealed  in  the  resurrection.  Paul  affirmed  foe  same  power 
was  at  work  in  him  and  the  Corinthians. 

We  are  to  model  our  service  after  Christ  The  proof  of  our 
lives  will  not  necessarily  be  in  foe  outward  signs.  The  real 
test  is  whether  Christ  is  at  work  in  our  lives. 

IV.  Encouragement  for  the  Corinthians  to  improve 
(13:5-10).  Paul  challenged  them  to  examine  their  own  lives. 
He  literally  told  them  to  test  themselves  to  see  if  Christ  were 
in  their  hearts.  The  words  he  used  all  pertain  to  the  testing  of 
metals  to  determine  purity  and  quality.  He  hoped  foe  test 
would  be  positive,  and  that  they  would  know  he  was  a  true 
apostle.  He  was  willing  to  become  weak  if  it  would  help 
them  to  be  strong.  He  prayed  for  them  to  be  strengthened 
and  to  mature  in  Christ  He  did  not  want  to  have  to  use  his 
authority-when  he  came  to  visit  them. 

We  are  to  continue  to  grow  in  foe  Lord,  for  the  purity  and 
quality  of  life  to  increase.  It  is  wise  to  make  a  spiritual 
check-up  frequently.  If  there  is  unconfessed  sin  in  our  lives, 
we  need  to  repent 

V.  Closing  and  benediction  (13:11).  Paul  concluded  with 
some  challenging  words.  He  encouraged  them  to  rejoice  in 
Christ  in  spite  of  all  foe  problems.  The  challenge  was  and  is 
to  be  complete  in  Christ  He  called  upon  them  to  live  in 
unity  and  peace.  The  blessing  offered  was  that  God  was 


It  is  a  certain  fact  that  God’s  forgiving  love  and  desire  to 
save  goes  beyond  the  bonds  of  human  understanding.  One 
of  foe  hardest  concepts  for  anyone  tcfcome  to  grips  with  is 
that  God’s  love  for  us  is  not  dependent  on  what  we  do,  but 
upon  what  he  has  already  done  in  Jesus.  It  is  also  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  it  is  not  God’s  judgment  that  brings  us  to 
salvation,  but  God’s  love  and  grace.  Ultimately  we  will  find 
that  Nineveh  was  saved  because  of  the  love  and  grace  of 
God. 

L  Jonah  obeys  God  (3:1-4).  “And  foe  word  of  foe  Lord 
came  to  Jonah  the  second  time,  saying,  arise,  go  unto  Nin¬ 
eveh,  that  great  city,  and  preach  unto  it  the  preaching  that  I 
bid  thee.”  These  first  two  verses  from  the  third  chapter  of 
Jonah  once  again  teach  us  a  very  valuable  principle.  Our 
God  is  a  God  of  second  chances,  a  new  start,  and  a  fresh 
beginning.  God  is  persistent  in  his  calling.  What  has  God 
called  you  to  do?  Maybe  you  have  felt  that  you  missed  your 
opportunity.  There  is  a  possibility  that  if  you  will  listen, 
maybe  God  is  calling  you  a  second  time  to  foe  task.  God  is 
persistent  Are  you  listening?  In  verse  3  we  find  Jonah 
obeying  God.  “So  Jonah  arose,  and  went  to  Nineveh, 
according  to  foe  word  of  the  Lord.” 

God  did  not  give  up  on  Jonah,  and  be  has  not  given  up  on 
you.  There  is  still  time  for  each  of  us  to  be  obedient  to  God 
in  foe  task  that  he  has  called  us  to  do.  It  is  hard  to  believe, 
but  once  again  in  our  Southern  Baptist  churches  it  is  time 
for  our  leadership  and  nominating  committees  to  begin  their 
work  for  foe  coming  church  year.  Maybe  in  years  past,  you 
have  run  from  God  in  the  area  of  service.  This  year  let  each 
of  us  commit  to  listen  to  foe  persistent  call  of  God,  and  in 
those  areas  that  God  has  gifted  us  and  equipped  us,  let  us  1 
say  “yes”  when  asked  to  serve.  Just  as  Jonah  responded 
positively  to  his  second  chance,  each  of  us  can  and  should 
do  the  same. 

Jonah  obeyed  God,  went  to  Nineveh,  and  warned  foe  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  impending  judgment.  It  is  the  love  and  grace  of  ’ 


God  that  gave  foe  people  of  Nineveh  another  chance. 

DL  The  people  of  Nineveh  repent  (3:5-10).  In  these  vers¬ 
es  we  find  the  people  of  Nineveh  repented  and  God  with¬ 
held  his  judgment.  Isn’t  it  wonderful  to  know  that  God’s 
message  of  love  can  penetrate  even  the  coldest  heart?  It  is 
amazing  that  many  times  the  very  ones  that  we  expect 
never  to  respond  to  the  touch  of  God  are  foe  very  ones  that 
do.  God  can  reach  down  into  foe  deepest  depths  of  anyone’s 
life  and  save  him  if  he  is  willing  to  repent  and  turn  to  God. 

HL  Jonah  resents  God’s  mercy  (4:1-4).  Jonah  was  dis¬ 
pleased  and  he  was  angry.  Why?  Because  God  decided  to 
withhold  his  judgment  Jonah  asked  foe  Lord  to  take  his 
life.  It  is  very  apparent  that  Jonah  did  not  like  the  people  of 
Nineveh. 

There  is  much  we  can  learn  from  this  experience  in  foe 
life  of  Jonah.  A  major  principle  that  each  of  us  should  apply 
to  our  lives  is  that  we  should  be  compassionate  even  to  peo¬ 
ple  we  dislike.  We  may  dislike  them  because  of  their 
lifestyle,  culture,  or  other  reasons,  but  we  should  never  stop 
loving  them  in  Christ  The  day  we  met  Jesus  we  gave  up  foe 
option  of  choosing  those  we  want  to  love.  We  are  to  love 
with  an  unconditional  love,  as  Jesus  loves.  Jonah  reminds 
us  that  some  people  prefer  for  their  enemies  to  be  punished 
rather  than  forgiven.  Our  ultimate  desire  should  be  reconcil¬ 
iation  with  God,  not  punishment. 

IV.  God  rebukes  Jonah  (4:5-11).  While  Jonah  sulked, 
God  caused  a  gourd  to  grow  up  and  shade  him.  Because 
Jonah  was  distressed  when  foe  plant  died,  God  rebuked  him 
for  caring  more  about  the  plant  than  about  the  people  of 
Nineveh.  Two  principles  we  might  learn  here:  - 

1.  Jonah’s  childish  attitude  in  sulking  over  Nineveh’s 
repentance  should  cause  each  of  us  to  repent  of  our  childish 
ways,  and  2.  Jonah’s  greater  concern  for  foe  plant  than  for 
foe  people  of  Nineveh  should  motivate  each  of  us  to  care 
more  for  people  than  for  material  things. 

Those  without  Christ  need  to  repent  of  their  sin  and 
receive  Christ  as  Savior  without  delay.  Believers  need  to 
reidentify  with  Christ  and  commit  their  lives  anew  to  him.
